PROBABLY PUTT LIVES LOST. 



KteMB Colllen Maatacrrat and Keweenaw 
Are Both Seven Dmyn Overdne at Bma> 

Fruiirliteo .Viivit-l.t U .AIhii I'i-II For thn 
Uarks Oeruianla and C'oluiubia'— Four

San Fi(.\Ni Imo, Dec. 1"^. That tin- 
steam colliers Mnntserrat and Kewee- 
naw have been lost at sea with all ou 
board is now couyidered almost a cer- 
tainty.

What the New York Herald says 
Ooncerning the Transaction 
With BlftBdla. 

The New York Herald in speaking of 
the arrest of Harris, the fuel g&s man, 
•ays: "The indictment against Harris 
sets forth that on March 9 Harris repre- 
nented to Blandin that 'the (Mncrul 
Electric Gas and Iron Company ' owned 
stock of the ' Oanisteo Electric and Fuel 
G&i Cnmpaiiy' valiud at $.30,000 and 
that Harris was unhampered by other 
bnsineM, was able to contract to furnish 
his time and energy for the promotion of 
tttf " General Klectric Gas and Iron Com- 
pany," which was free of debt. 

" Harris, so the indictment states, also 
claimed to own machinery used by the 
corporatiDii, an<I could assign a half in- 
terest to filaudin, and that the gas com- 
pany stock was worth Iftjr cents on the 
ilollar. On these representations Blan- 
din paid $2,500 for 3.870 shares. 

'* Tho fact la that the Oaneral Electric 
< <A9 and Iron Company di<l not own $.'*>0,- 
000 of tbo OMisteo company stock, but 
only tl7,800 worth. Blandin aacer* 
taincd that Harris could not dCTOte his 
time to the new cuinpany, as he bad 
made a four years' contract with Mrs. 
Marie Rodde, on December 16, last, to 
devote his time to the manufacture of 
gas plants and operating them, besides 
the formation of other companies and 
Bob-eompanies. The indictment (arthur 
allegea that Harris did not own the in- 
tMMt in the machiuery as be claimed. 

Harris informed Blandin that the 
President of tlie company was John X. 
Farquhar, but Harris promised Blandin 
that if the latter would advance him 
(Harris) $'.',500 within a month he (Har- 
ris) would elect Blandin as Secretary of 
(he company, and as soon as Far<iuhar 
IWigned would make Blandin President.

Aabill prorides that no pablio forest 
rsssrration shall bo estabushed azoept 
to impfore and proteet tha ta wsi wiw- 
in the lesenraticai, or for tha porposa of 
seoarina f aToraUe oonditkms of water- 
flow, ft giTos tha seoratarj of the 
Interior aaQiorlty ta make reffolations 
for proteetion aminst lira and depreda- 
tion.

'Thisbond may be styled, 
for convepience, the rsrenne bond of the Sberiff. 

Under Chepter U7, Sees. 4att and 4M» of the 
Kentucky Sututes, the Sheriff is also directed to 
execute an ofBctal bond or oorenant to the Com- 
monwealth, by wbtch be undertakes that be 
will, "by btmaell and deputies, well and truly 
dIsolMire all tha duties of said office, and pay 
over to such persons, and at such times as they 
may rsspectlvely be entitled to the same, all 
money ithatauy cease to his or their bands as 
Sheriff." 

Ky Sec. 1W7 of till' KentiK-ky Statutes, it is pro 
vided. that for ttn' lax collected by the Sheriff or 
his collector of the ri\ciiue on taxes levied by 
the Ki'-ciil Court torrouiily ri'veniie, the Sheriff 
shall execute l)Oud with sullicient surety or 
sureties, iu the County Court, for a faithdil per- 
forniiiiice of his duties, and thai he will pay 
over the said tax in due lime to the person or 
persons a.s the court may direct, said bead tO be 
approve<l by the County Court. 

It will th\is be seen that tliere arc three bonds 
rcciulred of tpa Sheriff who collects the .State 
revenue and county taxes, viz : his ofliclal bond 
his revenue )>ond and his fiscal bond for the col 
lection of county taxes. 

I have been thus explicit for tbe reason that 
up to tbe session of tbe last Legislature, and 
under the provisions of the statutes as they then 
existed, only lone bond was required of tbe 
Sheriff, and that twasarowedly the intention of 
the Commissioners to revise tbe statutes, and 
was the law np to tbe tbne of tbe revision which 
we now liare la tiie Kentucky statutes. The 
Auditor, nnder nyadrloe, has soadrissdln a 
number of oases, and properly so, but, as the 
law now stands, these tluee bonds must be 
executed as herein indioated.
